These are supplemented by some other direct records of monthly employment (e.g. hospitals) and by estimates 
of the number of employees outside the scope of the main sources. 


The numbers of factory employees shown for months subsequent to June, 1962 are estimates which are subject 
to revision in the light of the results of the factory census for 1962-63. 


2. Workers in rural industry, females in private domestic service, members of the full-time defence forces at 
home or abroad, and National Service Trainees in camp (from July, 1950 to June, 1960, when the Training Scheme was 
Operative) are excluded.
